Summary of purpose and/or changes:

LB 518 strikes and adds provisions relating to Maudtl eligibility for children (section
68-915). The bill increases “consecutive eligilflitor children from six months to twelve
months (i.e. if a child is deemed eligible for Meald, his or her eligibility will be continuous for
twelve months, before the next redeterminationligftelity). The bill would apply such
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continuous eligibility both to the initial period eligibility and to each subsequent eligibility
period. Current law permits the Department of HHi&aRce and Support to redetermine
eligibility on a monthly basis after an initial smonth period of continuous eligibility (LB 8,
2002 Second Special Session). LB 518 would retueriaw governing continuous eligibility for
children to that which existing prior to the passaf LB 8.
